Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “End Gun Trafficking
Act of 20087,

SEC. 2. PROHIBITION AGAINST MULTIPLE HANDGUN SALES
OR PURCHASES.

(a) PROHIBITION.—Section 922 of title 18, United
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States Code, is amended by adding at the end the fol-

“(aa) PROHIBITION AGAINST MULTIPLE HANDGUN

“(1) SALE.—It shall be unlawful to sell or oth-
erwise dispose of a handgun that has been shipped
or transported in interstate or foreien commerce to
any person who is not licensed under section 923
knowing or having reasonable cause to believe that
such person purchased a handgun during the 30-day
period ending on the date of such sale or disposition.

“(2) PURCHASE.—It shall be unlawful for any
person who is not licensed under section 923 to pur-
chase more than 1 handgun that has been shipped
or transported in interstate or foreign commerce
during any 30-day period.

“(3) EXCcEPTIONS.—Paragraphs (1) and (2)
shall not apply to—
